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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

Claims 21-57 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 1.142(b) as 
being drawn to a nonelected inventions, there being no allowable generic or linking claim. 
Election was made without traverse filed 01/26/2004. 

Drawings 

Figure 1 should be designated by a legend such as --Prior Art- because only that which 
is old is illustrated. See MPEP § 608.02(g). A proposed drawing correction or corrected 
drawings are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. The 
objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Specification 

The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: 

On page 18, line 4, "backplane 12" should be corrected as -backplane 60-. 

Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 
The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

Regarding claims 1 and 1 1 , applicant should clarify what is intended by "a transporter 
computer" or "transporter computer means". 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC§102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claims 1-3, 10-13 and 20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Wolters et al. [US 4,766,422]. 

Wolters et al. discloses a desk [figures 2-4] comprising : 

- a frame [12, 14] ; wherein the frame includes a table top [12] and a plurality of legs; 

- a screen [62] attached to a cover [28] attached to the frame; 

- a keyboard [32] attached to the frame; 

- a transporter '/movable computer [54, 56] disposed/plugged into the frame and coupled 
to the keyboard and the screen; 

- a power supply or battery [52] disposed/plugged into the frame and coupled to the 
computer; and 

- a lock [44]. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 
The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

Claim 4 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Wolters et al. 
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Wolters et al. discloses the instant claimed invention except for the specific material of 
the legs and table top of the desk. 

It would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time the 
invention was made to use plastic for the legs and the table top for the purpose of reducing 
weigth. 

Claims 5 and 15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Wolters 
et al. in view of Helot et al. [US 6,331,934]. 

Wolters et al. discloses the instant claimed invention except for a backplane structure. 

Helot et al. discloses docking station [figure 1] comprising a support structure [34] for 
supporting a laptop computer [24] and a backplane structure [36, 37, 38, 39 and 50]. 

It would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time the 
invention was made to include a backplane structure in the desk of Wolters et al., as suggested 
by Helot et al., for the purpose of providing movable/portable/removable connections. 

Claims 8-9 and 18-19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Wolters et al. in view of Weiser et al. [US 5,982,520]. 

Wolters et al. discloses the instant claimed invention except for the computer contain a 
wireless transmitter and coupled to a wireless transceiver. 

Weiser et al. discloses a computer [12] having a wireless transmitter [48] and coupled to 
a wireless transceiver. 

It would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time the 
invention was made to include a wireless transmitter in the computer of Wolters et al. and 
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coupled with a wireless transceiver, as suggested by Weiser et al., for the purpose of providing 
wireless network structure. 



Claims 6-7 and 16-17 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base 
claim and any intervening claims.
